Honor  Council  Passes  Sentence 


On  Sunday,  January  3,  1971, 
Johnny  Chandler  stole  a  swivel 
chair  from  Ennis  Hall  Rec. 
Room.  On  Friday,  January  15, 
1971,  the  violator  was  brought 
before  Dean  Littleton.  The  Dean 
made  it  clear  that  the  violator 
had  been  seen  putting  the  said 
chair  in  the  said  violators  car. 
Seen  by  whom,  no  one  knows, 
with  the  exception  of  the  male 
co-chairman  of  Honor  Council. 
In  a  matter  of  hours  after  the 
violator  left  the  dean’s  office, 
Charles  Oberleitner  was  mailed 
a  letter  informing  him  of  the 
fact  that  he  was  permanently 
expelled  from  G.C.  on  top  of 
Charles’  prior  offenses,  for 
failing  to  report  the  theft  to  the 
proper  authorities.  Charles  was . 
never  given  a  hearing  by  the 
President,  the  Dean  of  Students, 
or  the  Honor  Council. 


“failing  to  report  the  knowledge 
of  stolen  property.”  “Failing  to 
report  stolen  property”  is  not 
against  Honor  Code  if  the 
violator  is  told  to  return  said 
property  and  does  so,  con¬ 
fessing  the  theft.  Bert  Brown, 
Mike  Johnson,  and  Charles 
Oberlietner  did  request  violator 
to  return  the  property  and  two 
weeks  later  the  violator  ad¬ 
mitted  guilt  and  did  return  the 
chair. 


On  the  night  of  Monday, 
January  18, 1971,  Honor  Council 
met.  Bert  Brown,  Vice- 
President  of  Freshman  class, 
and  Mike  Johnson  were  brought 
before  Honor  Council  for 


On  the  Monday  night  that 
Honor  Council  met,  the  case  in 
question  came  to  light  one  hour 
and  forty-five  minutes  after  the 
announced  time  of  six  p.m. 
Dean  Littleton  was  in  with  the 
Honor  Council  for  thirty 
minutes  before  Mr.  Chandler 
was  brought  before  the  council. 
Each  person  on  trial,  Mr. 
Brown,  Mr.  Johnson,  and  Mr. 
Chandler,  were  brought  in  one 
at  a  time  along  with  their  three 
attorneys.  Mr.  Brown  was 
denied  the  attorney  of  his  choice 
because  according  to  Co- 
Chairman  Wells  having  this 


choice  for  attorney  would  not  be 
to  his  best  interest.  Mr. 
Chandler,  Mr.  Brown,  and  Mr. 
Johnson  were  taken  one  at  a 
time  from  the  council  office  and 
locked  in  the  G.C.  Security 
Office  with  an  armed  security 
officer.  All  three  verdicts  and 
sentences  were  given  to  the 
defendents  at  the  same  time. 
Mr.  Chandler  is  to  be  suspended 
for  the  remainder  of  this 
quarter  and  the  Spring  quarter 
of  this  academic  year.  Mr 
Brown,  and  Mr.  Johnson  are  to 
be  put  on  Social  Probation  for. 
the  remainder  of  this  quarter 
and  the  following  Spring 
quarter  of  this  academic  year. 


Being  Mr.  Chandler’s  and  Mr. 
Brown’s  first  offenses,  many 
people  believe  they  were  dealt 
with  hastily,  but  Mr.  Charles 
Oberleitner  received  per¬ 
manent  expulsion  which  they 
term  a  more  serious  sentence. 
The  three  girl  friends  of  the 
criminals  cried  and  said  nasty 
things  about  the  Honor  Council 
as  a  whole.

Mr.  Wells  walked  into  the 
security  office,  where  I  was 
being  held  while  my  case  was 
being  reviewed.  He  reported  to 
me  that  my  punishment  was 
Social  Probation  through  spring 
quarter.  To  bring  you  up  to 
date,  my  crime  was  “failure  to 
report  the  knowledge  of  stolen 
property".  At  least  16  other 
students  knew  of  this  stolen 
property  along  with  me.  The 
friend  whose  crime  was  stealing 
the  property  confessed  the 
crime. 

The  Honor  Council,  who  is 
made  up  of  10  or  12  honorable 
people,  would  apparently  tell  if 
their  friend  was  doing  anything 
against  the  Honor  Code.  The 
Honor  Council  was  put  into 
effect  to  help  the  students  who 


have  gone  wrong~to  see  the 
student’s  wrong  and  correct 
their  wrong.  However,  if  the 
whole  incident  was  done  over  I 
would  not  report  the  property 
was  stolen. 

Now,  what  does  the  honor 
code  mean  to  me?  I  now 
believe  it  is  my  duty  to  go 
against  all  friendship  and  to  go 
against  any  trust  that  I  have  in 
any  student.  Neither  of  which  I 
can  do  for  it  would  be  going 
against  my  personal  honor, 
which  to  me  is  far  greater  than 
the  school's  honor  code. 

Back  to  the  case  at  hand.  The 
Honor  Council  called  their 
decision,  judgement  of  law,  but 
I  felt  it  was  judgement  of 
morals.  These  10  to  12  people, 
who  are  more  moral  than  I, 
passed  the  social  Probation 
decision. 

I  had  no  proof,  that  my  friend 
took  the  property,  I  found  out 
for  sure  when  my  friend  con¬ 
fessed.  Honor  and  justice  to  all 
and  to  all  a  good  night.  .  .  . 
“Besides  what  would  you  do 
with  the  roach."

All  of  the  above  incidents 
happened  within  a  two  week 
period.  Is  the  gestapo  of  Nazi 
Germany  loose  in  MUledgeville, 
Georgia?  It  seems  that  way; 
this  town  is  wrapped  in  the  iron 
grip  of  the  police  department, 
and  there  is  no  difference 
whether  the  red,  white  and  blue 
or  Nazi  insignia  is  on  the 
sleeves;  the  function  appears  to 
be  the  same. 


For  a  good  student,  citizen, 
police  relationship,  tactics  such 
as  the  above  must  be 
eliminated.  Trouble  brews  in 
the  mind  of  the  concerned,  and 
many  are  becoming  alarmingly 
concerned.

On  page  35  of  the  Student

Since  entering  college  my 
views  concerning  the  current 
internal  revolution  in  the  United 
States  have  changed 
drastically.

I  feel 
that  our  government  has  lost 
sight  of  the  original  goals  of  our 
nation.  America  was  founded  on 
the  belief  that  our  government 
should  be  “of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  for  the  people.  .  .”  Our 
nation,  the  richest  in  the  world, 
does  not  allocate  enough  funds 
to  save  countless  Americans 
who  will  die  each  day  of  star¬ 
vation  and  exposure  to  the 
elements.  To  be  able  to  enjoy  a 
minimal  life  in  the  United 
States  a  roof  over  your  head, 
sufficient  clothing,  ample  food, 
it  would  cost  over  $200.00  a 
month.  It  is  my  belief  that  our 
taxes  should  be  returned  in  a 
form  of  a  raise  in  general  living 
standards  in  our  country  and 
used  for  the  betterment  of  our 


nation.  - 

Under  our  present  system, 
little  of  the  millions  of  dollars  in 
tax  revenue  is  actually  returned 
to  the  populous  in  the  form  of 
improved  living  standards.  Our 
government  is  presently 
spending  billions  of  dollars  on 
the  SST.  If  perfected,  the  plane 
would  be  the  fastest  and  largest 
transport  plane  in  the  world; 
also  the  plane  would  be  the  most 
costly  and  least  economically 
feasible  plane  in  the  world. 
When  a  government  spends 
billions  of  dollars  on  an  airplane 
and  allows  programs  such  as’ 
urban  renewal,  VISTA  and 
school  lunches  to  fall 
dangerously  close  to  extinction 
because  of  lack  of  dunds,  there 
is  time  for  a  change.  The  United 
States  is  currently  fighting  in 
South  Vietnam  to  protect  the 
Vietnamese  from  agression  by 
hostile  communist  forces  from 
the  north.  We  have  often  been 
told  by  our  politicians  that  if  the 
Viet  Cong  will  return  home  we 
will  return  home.

When  military  officials 
can  say  that  we  kill  over  4 
civilians  for  every  enemy 
killed,  can  we  the  people  of  the 
U.S.  morally  justify  our  position 
in  the  war. 

When  you  begin  discussing  a 
countries  governmental  policies 
its  impossible  not  to  look  into 
the  current  administration. 
President  Nixon  could  become  a 
great  President.  Nixon  said  a 
few  months  back  that  he  had  a 
great  plan  to  end  the  Vietnam 
war ;  the  stock  market  rose  and 
national  spirit  was  rejuvinated, 
but  then  came  Cambodia, 
numerous  bombings  of  the 
North,  and  a  token  withdrawal

How -  can  our 
President  talk  of  peace  in 
Vietnam  when  he.escalates  the 
war  into  neighboring  countries? 

Perhaps  Nixon's  plans  for 
peace  include  wiping  out  the 
populations  of  these  small 
nations.  . 

Pictures  of  President  Nixon 
show  him  holding  up  the  peace 
sign  in  each  hand;  one  wonders 
if  he  does  this  out  of  conviction 
or  out  of  mockery.  When  talking 
about  our  administration  who 
can  forget  Spiro,  Americas 
Hero.  At  a  time  when  unity  is 
one  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
insure  our  country’s  existance 
why  does  our  Vice-President 
allienate  various  segments  of 
our  country?  When  Agnew 
generalizes  students  as  hostile, 
revolution  crousers  and  makes 
deragatory  speeches  about  our 
country’s  minority  groups,  how 
can  our  nation  unify?  If  Spiro 
Agnew  wants  to  expose  harmful 
elements  in  our  nation  why 
doesn’t  he  tell  the  people  of  the 
unrcported  funds  given  to 
congressmen  by  lobbyists  to 
insure  the  right  vote  on  a  given 
bill?

My  purpose  for 
writing  this  article  was  not  to 
sway  opinions  or  to  give  an¬ 
swers  to  pressing  issues,  but  to 
get  people  thinking.  Perhaps 
someonereading  the  article  will 
find  the  answer  and  save  our 
nation  from  a  violent  civil  war. 
For  those  of  you  who  want  to 
label  me  a  Communist  or  Un 
American,  I  say  to  you:  In- 
vertigate,  Evaluate,  and  then 
decide:  Is  America  the  dream 
of  freedom  she  was  meant  to  be.
